• mane, la reported to be almost 
within the grasp of the French, 
and unofficial dispatches ear 
there is every proepect that this 
natural fortress will soon be 
wreetcd from the enemy.

L'Econvillon south of the east- 
ern extremity, of Thiesconrt 
wood and virtually on the crest 
of the hilla overlooking long 
reaches of the Oise. West ot 
L'EconviUon they have made 
new progress north of St. Claud 
farm. 


Aa an Immediate remit of the 


gains made In that setter the 
(Germans are abandoning their 
trenches in the Oiae, weat of the 
village of Ballly, eaat of Ribe-

If the 
German*, are outflanked by the 
allied movements a retirement 
from that district would 'be 
probable and this would neces- 
sitate a reaction of the. line run- 
ning from the Oise and the 
Aiane at Soissona. This attack 
launched this morning would 
appear to have a direct relation' 
to the battle being fought along 
the Aisne and the Vesle by the 
allies. 


Late dispatches tell of hard 


fighting at Fismette, on the 
north bank of the Vesle between 
fioUions and Rhelms. The al- 
•lles, among whom Americana 
ar« known to be fighting, were 
forced from the village by the 
Gnmani • and had to cross. the 
Vesle but an immediate counter 
attack Is reported to have re- 
stored the allied position on the 
north aide of the rfjrer:

This is no time rar speculation in merchan- 


dise; neither is it a time for short stocks nor 
for the least letup in aggressive merchan- 
dising. 


We pointed out in last week's ECONOM- 


IST that the possibility of the turning point 
of the war. having been reached, the belief 
that after-the-war prices will be lower, the 
uncertainties as to Government price-firing, 
all tended to "inculcate a wholesome dislike 
for abnormally large stocks." 


But with such a natural and wholesome 


looking ahead, it is well not to lose sight of 
the living present. 
If abnormally large 


stocks are likely to be disastrous to ofoflts 
a year or two from now, abnormally low 
stocks are sure to be disastrous a few weeks 
from now. 


For instance, there is a every reason to 


expect that the coming fall's business for re- 
tailers will compare very favorably with 


• that of last year—about which few indeed 
were the retailers who had any cause for 
complaint. 
For one thing, wages have 


never been higher than at the present time 
and'jobs go seeking the man or woman will- 
ing to fill them. 


Moreover, new wealth is being created on 


an normous scale. 
Crop values, for ex- 


ample, exceed those of last year by almost 
unbelievable amounts. 
It has been esti- 


mated that while the value of the 1917 
wheat, oat, barley, rye and hay crops 
amounted to over four billions of dollars, 
the present crop will reach the startling fig-. 
ure of over five billion—an increase' of over 
31 per cent! ' 


That extra billion of dollars—and remem- 


ber this is just the increased value of only 
five crops—is going to be spent. Some of it 
will go for Liberty Bonds and for Thrift 
and War Savings Stamps, but some of It 
naturally will go for merchandise. 


, And so, too, will the extra values of other 
crops, and the increased wages, figures for 
which are not now available, nor compre- 
hensible, if they were to be had. 


In calling attention to these facto -fhe 


ECONOMIST does not wish even to seemrto 
oppose the Government's edict for econ- 
omy. 
We are heartily in sympathy wtth 


all the Government is doing, or attempting 
to do, and we know that our readers are too. 


But we also know that human 


not change suddenly. People, the vast 
jority, work for present, net for future bene- 
fits. Many of our citizens, especially those 
classed as wage earners, are saving money 
for the first time in their lives—saving not 
merely because of increased earnings, nor 
because of a newborn desire to save, but be- 
cause the Government has asked them to 
save. 


\ 


But they are also buying some things 


which in the past they were unable to buy. 


And perhaps it is for the best interest of 


the country that this should be true. For it 
is the judgment of many level heads that es- 
sential production could ir> no wise be main- 
tained were the incentive for new-foundN 
buying power entirely taken away from the 
producers.
